PURPOSES  AND  PLAN  OF  THE  STUDY 

The  purposes  of  the  study.  The  purposes  of  this  study 
are;  (1)  to  show  why  the  ninth-grade  boys  entered  the  trade- 
school,  and  (2)  to  show  and  compare  the  following  character- 
istics of  the  ninth-grade  boys  of  the  Haverhill  Trade-School 
and  the  Haverhill  High- School;  intelligence;  subject  achieve- 
ment; basic  study  skills;  size  of  family;  musical  instruments 
played;  and  occupations  of  the  fathers. 

Situation,  Haverhill  has  20  small  elementary  schools 
for  students  in  grades  one  through  eight.  When  a boy  com- 
pletes grade  eight,  he  must  decide  whether  he  is  to  go  to  the 
high- school  or  to  the  trade-school. 

The  high-school  courses  of  study  are  as  follows; 
college  preparatory;  scientific;  commercial;  civic  arts. 

The  trade-school  has  a one-year  general  vocational 
course  for  all  students.  This  course  consists  of  the  follow- 
ing subjects  taught  every  other  week  during  the  school  year; 
English;  civics;  shop  mathematics;  science;  mechanical  draw- 
ing, The  weeks  not  spent  in  class  work,  every  other  week 
are  spent  in  the  following  shops;  machine  shop;  welding; 
auto  repair. 

After  this  one  year  the  boys  choose,  with  guidance,  a 
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trade  course  in  which  they  specialize  for  three  years.  The 
trades  offered  are:  carpentry;  sheet  metal;  machine  shop; 
plumbing;  electricity;  auto  repair;  welding;  and  upholstery. 
Each  trade  course  includes  related  mathematics,  science,  and 
shop  work.  Every  trade- school  student,  in  order  to  graduate, 
must  pass  three  years  of  academic  English  and  one  year  of 
American  History  as  well  as  the  trade  subjects. 

The  plan  of  the  study.  The  writer  proposes  to  give  a 
case  study  of  each  of  fifty  ninth-grade  students  from  each 
school. 

Each  trade-school  case  study  will  give  the  student's 
reasons  for  attending  the  trade-school  as  shown  on  a question- 
naire filled  out  by  him. 

If  the  student  is  no  longer  attending  the  trade-school, 
this  will  be  shown  on  the  case  study  and  the  reason  for  his 
leaving  the  school  will  be  given. 

Each  case  study  in  both  the  high-school  and  the  trade- 
school  groups  will  include  the  student's  birth  date  to  show  the 
relative  ages  of  the  students.  The  intelligence  quotients  giv- 
en will  show  the  native  ability  of  the  two  groups  of  students. 
The  Iowa  Basic  Skills  Test  results  will  indicate  relative 
achievement  of  the  groups  in  study  skills;  the  Metropolitan 
Achievement  Test  scores,  the  subject  matter  achievement  of  each 
group.  The  number  of  musical  instruments  played  will  show 
musical  interest.  The  father's  occupation  will  show  the  finan- 
cial status  of  the  family;  the  number  of  brothers  and  sisters 
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will  give  the  size  of  the  family. 

These  scores  will  be  averaged  for  each  school  group,  the 
standard  deviation  computed,  relative  growth  scales  construct- 
ed, and  comparative  graphs  of  each  item  of  information  con- 
structed to  show  comparative  relationships  between  the  stu- 
dents of  the  two  schools. 

After  the  data  have  been  organized,  an  evaluation  of 
these  facts  will  be  made  and  the  conclusions  will  be  present- 
ed. 

Sources  of  information.  Information  for  the  trade- 
school  case  studies  was  obtained  from  the  trade-school  regis- 
tration cards  for  the  school  year  1946-1947;  standardized 
test  records  of  tests  taken  in  grade  eight,  year  1945-1946, 
the  ninth  month;  and  a student  questionnaire. 

Information  for  the  high-school  case  studies  was  obtained 
from  a high- school  student  inventory  sheet  filled  out  by  all 
ninth-grade  high- school  students  when  they  enter  the  ninth 
grade;  standardized  test  records  of  tests  taken  in  grade  eight, 
year  1945-1946,  the  ninth  month;  and  transfer  cards  of  the 
students. 
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CHAPTER  II 


CASE  STUDIES  OF  FIFTY  TRADE- SCHOOL  NINTH-GRADE  BOYS 


Introduction.  Information  about  these  fifty  trade-school, 
ninth-grade  boys,  selected  at  random,  was  secured  from  school 
standardized  test  records,  registration  cards,  and  a question- 
naire asking  why  the  students  came  to  the  trade-school. 

Selection  of  students.  One  hundred  twenty  students 
were  in  the  ninth-grade  class.  As  far  as  complete  records 
permitted,  every  other  student  was  chosen  for  this  study. 

Standardized  tests  used.  The  standardized  tests  used 
were:  (1)  Iowa  Basic  Skills,  (2)  Metropolitan  Achievement 
Test,  (3)  Kuhlmann-Anderson  Intelligence  Test. 

These  tests  were  given  the  ninth  month  of  the  eighth 
grade  of  school. 

Questionnaire  used.  The  questionnaire  used  is  as  fol- 
lows: 


Why  did  you  come  to  trade-school  instead  of  the 
high- school? 

Mr.  Knox  would  like  the  answer  to  this  question 
for  a study  he  is  making.

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CHAPTER  IV 


COMPARATIVE  CHARTS  AND  GRAPHS 

Introduction.  These  standardized  test  scores  are  record- 
ed on  pupil  testing  record  sheets.  The  tests  were  given 
throughout  the  school  system  by  the  grade  teachers  under  the 
direction  of  the  elementary  supervisor.  They  were  given  to 
provide  a means  of  comparing  the  students  of  Haverhill  with 
those  in  other  parts  of  the  country  and  to  show  in  which  sub- 
jects the  Haverhill  students  excelled  or  were  retarded  as  a 
city  and  by  individual  schools. 

Occupations  of  fathers.  The  most  frequent  occupations 
of  the  fathers  are;  shoe  worker,  business  owner,  tradesman, 
and  truck  driver.  (Table  I. )

Eighteen  per  cent  of  the  fathers  of  high-school  students 
own  their  businesses  while  only  four  per  cent  of  the  trade-school 
students'  fathers  own  their  businesses.  The  chances  are  68  in 
100  that  the  true  percentage  of  trade- school  fathers  who  own 
their  businesses  lies  between  one  per  cent  and  seven  per  cent. 

The  chances  are  68  in  100  that  between  16  per  cent  and  20  per 
cent  of  the  high-school  fathers  own  their  businesses.  The  chan- 
ces are  57  in  100  that  more  high-school  fathers  will  own  their 
business  than  trade- school  fathers. 

Twenty- six  per  cent  of  the  high-school  fathers  work  in  shoe 
shops,  while  36  per  cent  of  the  trade-school  fathers  are  employ- 
ed in  this  manner.  The  chances  are  68  in  100  that  the  true  per- 
centage of  trade-school  fathers  who  work  in  the  shoe  shops  is 
between  29  per  cent  and  43  per  cent.  The  chances  are  68  in  100 
that  the  true  percentage  of  high-school  fathers  who  work  in  shoe 
shops  is  between  20  per  cent  and  32  per  cent.  The  chances  are 
76  in  100  that  more  trade-school  fathers  than  high-school

Only  two  per  cent  of  the  high-school  ninth-grade  fathers 
are  deceased  compared  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  trade-school  fa- 
thers. The  chances  are  68  in  100  that  the  true  percentage  of 
trade-school  fathers  deceased  lies  between  six  per  cent  and  14 
per  cent.  The  chances  are  68  in  100  that  the  true  percentage 
of  high-school  fathers  who  are  deceased  lies  between  zero  and 
four  per  cent.  The  chances  are  87  in  100  that  more  trade-school 
boys’  fathers  than  high- school  boys’  fathers  are  deceased. 

Brothers  and  sisters  of  students.  The  average  ninth-grade 
high-achool  student  has  2.3  brothers  and  sisters;  the  average 
trade-school  ninth-grade  student  has  four  brothers  and  sisters, 
nearly  twice  as  many.

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Sixty  per  cent  of  the  high-school  ninth-grade  students  live 
in  families  with  not  more  than  two  siblings.  Only  32  per  cent 
of  the  trade-school  ninth-grade  students  live  in  families  with 
two  or  less  siblings.  The  chances  are  68  in  100  that  the  true 
percentage  of  trade-school  boys  living  in  families  with  two  or 
less  siblings  lies  between  25  per  cent  and  39  per  cent.  The 
chances  are  68  in  100  that  the  true  percentage  of  high-school 
boys  living  in  families  with  two  or  less  siblings  lies  between 
53  per  cent  and  67  per  cent. 

The  chances  are  997  out  of  1,000  that  more  high-school 
boys  than  trade-school  boys  live  in  families  with  not  more  than 
two  siblings.  Four  per  cent  of  the  high-school  students  have 
more  than  five  siblings  while  26  per  cent  of  the  trade-school 
students  have  more  than  five  siblings.  Six  per  cent  of  the 
trade-school  ninth-grade  students  have  no  brothers  or  sisters; 
sixteen  per  cent  of  the  hig’n-school  ninth-grade  students  have 
no  brothers  or  sisters. 

Birth  dates  of  students.  The  chances  are  68  in  100  that 
the  obtained  mean  does  not  differ  from  the  true  mean  of  the 
trade- school  ages  by  more  than  1.3  months  and  of  the  high- 
school  true  mean  by  more  than  1.0  months. 

The  central  year  for  the  birth  date  of  the  ninth-grade 
trade-school  students  is  1931,  the  eighth  month  with  a stan- 
dard deviation  of  8.9  months.  The  central  year  for  the 


high- school  ninth-grade  students  is  1932,  the  fifth  month, 
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with  a standard  deviation  of  7,3  months.  The  average  age  for 
the  trade-school  ninth-grade  students  is  15  years,  one  month. 
The  average  age  for  high-school  ninth-grade  students  is  14 
years,  four  months.  The  ninth-grade  trade-school  students  are, 
on  the  average,  one  year  and  three  months  older  than  the  ninth- 
grade  high-school  students.  (Figure  1.)

Trade- school  ninth-grade  students 
come  from  larger  families  than  do  those  ninth-grade  students 
in  the  high- school. 

Father1 s occupation.  The  fathers  of  the  trade-school 
ninth-grade  students  are  engaged  in  lower  income  occupations. 

Reasons  for  attending  trade-school.  The  26  trade-school 


students  who  answered  the  questionnaire  gave  the  following 
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reasons  for  attending  trade-school; 

18  students;  I like  to  work  with  my  hands. 

16  students;  I thought  I could  get  a good  Job  after  I 
graduated. 

4 students;  My  eighth-grade  teacher  said  I should. 

3 students;  To  get  away  from  girls. 

3 students;  My  father  and  mother  wanted  me  to  go  to 
trade-school. 

Age . Trade-school  ninth-grade  students  are,  on  the  aver- 
age, ten  months  older  than  high-school  ninth-grade  students. 

Intelligence  quotients.  The  average  high-school  intelli- 
gence quotient  is  9.6  points  higher  than  the  average  trade- 
school  ninth-grade  intelligence  score. 

Metropolitan  Achievement  Test  Total  Scores.  The  high- 
school  average  score  is  seven  months  ahead  of  the  trade- 
school  average  score. 

Average  reading  scores.  The  average  high-school  ninth- 
grade  students'  reading  score  is  14  months  ahead  of  the  aver- 
age trade-school  ninth-grade  reading  score. 

Literature.  Trade-school  ninth-grade  students,  on  the 
average,  scored  one  year  and  four  months  behind  the  high- 
school  ninth-grade  students. 

Iowa  Basic  Skills  Total  Scores.  The  average  for  the  en- 
tire city  is  about  one  year  below  the  national  norm. 

The  trade-school  average  score  on  this  test  is  nearly 
one  and  one  half  years  below  that  of  the  high- school  average. 

Use  of  the  dictionary.  The  average  score  of  the  trade- 
school  ninth-grade  students  is  a year  below  the  average  score 
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of  the  high- school  ninth-grade  students. 

Musical  instrument s.  Only  four  of  the  trade- school  ninth- 
grade  group  of  students  play  musical  Instruments.  Eighteen  of 
the  high- school  ninth-grade  group  of  students  play  musical  in- 
struments. 

CONCLUSIONS 

This  study  shows  that  the  trade- school  ninth-grade  boys 
are  from  families  nearly  twice  as  large  as  the  high- school 
ninth-grade  boys'  families;  that  the  trade-school  fathers  are 
employed  in  lower  income  occupations  than  the  high-school 
fathers. 

The  second  most  important  reason  given  by  the  trade- 
school  boys  for  attending  the  school  is  to  get  a good  job  af- 
ter they  have  graduated. 

This  suggests  that  most  trade- school  boys  need  a paying 
job  as  soon  as  possible.  They  cannot  afford,  or  think  they 
cannot  afford,  to  go  to  high-school  four  years  and  then  at- 
tend college  before  being  able  to  contribute  to  the  family  in- 
come. 

It  further  suggests  that  a reorganized  high- school  pro- 
gram of  studies,  including  rich  programs  of  practical  arts 
and  business  studies,  would  make  unnecessary  the  present  early 
choice  at  the  grade  nine  level.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the 
issue  of  high-school  and  trade-school  is  that  of  college  or 
non-college  on  the  one  hand,  and  a matter  of  economics  rather 
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than  what  is  educationally  best  for  the  student,  on  the  other. 
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
